This careful study of the methods of teaching 
modern languages, which have proved so successful in Germany, should 
be of value at a moment when our own defective teaching in this respect is 
being brought strongly before us. The editor recollects going over a Girls’ 
school in Heidelberg and coming upon a class employed in the reading of 
a French author. She said, “ Do they study English also ?” The teacher 
immediately asked the class to translate the French text into English,, 
which they did with great fluency and correctness. The children were 
about twelve years of age. This casual example shows perhaps that the 
Germans have solved the modern language problem. It is open to doubt 
whether such a test could have been applied with equal success in an
